Future Policy Towards Rus- 


sia Will Be Decided 


at Once 


BOLSHEVIKI LEADERS TO 


NEGOTIATE AN ARMISTICE 


Represent Only Few Fac- 
tious of Russia—Others Will 
Not Treat With Germans 


Germany has consented to negoti- 
ate immediately for an armistice on 
"all the fronts of 
the 
belligerent 


countries," according to a Petrograd 
dispatch reporting on the outcome of 
tlie visit by a Bolsheviki military del- 
egation to the German lines on the 
Russian front from negotiations with 
the German military authorities. 


The' Bolsheviki formula has been 


the proposal of an armistice to all 
the belligerents with a view to the 
conclusion of general 
peace. 
The 


proposal has fitted in well with the 
admitted German desire for achieve- 
ment of "peace by agreement" as in- 
dicated in the 1916 peace offer and 
in' the German reply to Pope Bene- 
dict's peace note, as well as in the 
reichstag resolution of last July. 
, The entente governments and the 
United States, on the other hand, 
have shown no disposition to nego- 
tiate while the "free peoples of the 
world" continued to Jjjepmenaced by 
a .vast military establishment, con- 
trolled by an irresponsible govern- 
ment ,tn ilie words of President Wil- 
son's allusion to the German 
war 


machine in his reply to the pope. The 
Bolshviki armistice propositions were 
submitted to the embassies in Petro- 
grad but so far,as 
has 
appeared 
iney Have not .been replied to by the 
respective governments. 


Representatives of the allied pow- 


ers' are in Paris for a conference up- 
on which the future course of war 
activities probably will depend. The 
French leaders have been poined by 
the representatives of the 
United 
States, Great Britain and Italy. 


A basis for joint action against the 


central-powers will be-determined .at 
the-conference, it is indicated and the 
future policy toward Russia may be 
decided upon. 
Although the Bolsehviki apparent- 


ly have been unable to extend their 
power over Russia, 
except in 
the 


cities of Petrograd and Moscow they 
continue their efforts 
toward 
an 


armistice and peace. 
It is reported 
that German officers have arrived in 
Petrograd to aid the Maximalist lead- 
ers, with their advice and counsel. 
Indications are that the opposition 


to the Bolsheviki is rapidly gaining 
strength.

Government employes in Petrograd 
have refused to recognize the Bol-

As the British press toward Cam- 


brai from the west they encounter

Heavy fighting is in progress around 
Eontaine Notre Dame, less 
than 


three miles from Cambrai, and near 
the village of Bourlon, about 
one 


mile northwest of Fontaine. Both 
Ihese villages were occupied by the

thin bullets which fit into the Ital- 
ian rifles.

German forces 3s still impetuous at ] 
tlie same time they seeem to have 
been worn down by heavy losses and 
line unexpected strength of resistance 
they have encountered. This staff 
officer estimated the enmy losses as 
fully two or ihree times those of Ihe 
Italians as the defensive lines always 
jtave afforded greater shelter.

British Headquarters in 
France,

sanguinary fighting has been raging 
in and about Fontaine. Notre Dam.e 
since dawn today, when the British 
p.gain attacked the strongly >eld vil- 
lage. 
Shortly after nine o'clock it 


appeared that the assaulting infant- 
ry had stormed its way through the 
village in the face of tremendous 
machine gun fire both 
from 
the 


houses and the hamlet and from La 
Fblie wood to the southwest. 
Five 


hundred 
German 
prisoners 
were 


taken in the early hours of the fight- 
ing.Late this afternoon the Germans 
hurried up two new divisions and 
threw them in for a counter-attack 
along the 
Fontaine-Bourlon 
wood 


line. 
The fighting which followed 


in Fontaine was even more bitter, ii 
possible, than that which occurred in 
the first rush through the 
ruined 


hamlet. 
At latest reports superior 


numbers of enemy infantry had push- 
ed the British back through the vil- 
lage again to the western and north-t 
western outskirts, but the battle stU§, 
continued with unabated fury.

In the meantime the British li^'e- 


running around Bourlon wood to the"j 
northwest was sustaining a heavy as- 
sault. 
The enemy appeared to be 


determined to regain this important 
position if it were humanly possible. 
The whole front from Fontaine to 
Bourlon village was the 
scene of 


fierce fighting, which at any places 
was at close quarters. The British 
line about Bourlon wood is still in-- 
tact.

The attack 
on Fontaine 
Notre 


Dame was begun with the assistance 
of a very heavy artillery barrage and 
throughout the morning the Britisa 
gunners maintained an intense fire 
against the German positions there. 
The onrushing infantry drove an en- 
tering wedge into the northwestern 
part of .the village in a short time 
but they were held up here by a ter-. 
rific rifle and machine gun fire to 
whch they 
were 
subjected 
from 


every point of vantage. 


Conditions were favorable to the 


Germans for they were fighting on 
the defensive in well prepared posi- 
tions which could oniy be taken by 
storm. Every machine gun 
was 


equivalent to several hundred rifles. 


Despite 
the 
disadvantages 
the 


British 
continued 
the 
onslaught. 


It 
was 
a 
glorious 
exhibition 


of bulldog courage. 
They 
surged 


on 
and 
in 
less 
than 
three 


hours had pushed the bard hitting 
Germans back to the eastern side of 
the village, 
leaving 
enemy 
dead 


strewing the streets. 


As the British fought forward and 


surrounded the various buildings con- 
taining enemy machine 
gunners, 


many Germans were compelled 
to 


surrender or'lose their lives. By the 
time the eastern side o fthe village 
was reached 500 captives had been 
collected and sent back to swell the 
great total of prisoners taken since 
General Byng struck his telling blow 
last Tuesday. 


The arrival of a large body of Ger- 


man reinforcements put up a differ- 
ent complexion of the situation. The 
fresh troops immediately counter-at- 
tacked and the fighting through the 
streets of Fontaine took on renewed 
vigor. 
The weary British 
retired 


somewhat in the face 
of this 
on- 


slaught selling each foot of ground 
to the enemy at a cruel price. The 
western outskirts of 
the 
village 


were reached and there according to 
latest reports the battle continues. 


Some interesting facts were made 


known today concerning the famous 
tunnel trench which the British now 
hold in its 
entirety* northwest of 


Bullecourt.

round fortification was captured in 
the fighling previous loathe Cambrai 
push, hut a large portion was taken 
last week.

built by Russian prisoners, was

Entrances were 


driven into it every 35 yards and the 
Germans lighted the entire place with 
electricity. The tunnel was mined at 
Intervals throughout its length bat 
the British quickly discovered the 
electric wires leading to the mines 
and they were rendered useless.

THE WORLD'S CEREALS. 


(Philadelphia Record.) 


The world has cereal food enough, 


but some of it is not as accessible as 


bp desired. 
The International 


Institute of Agriculture in Rome re- 
1 orts the world's wheat crop, out- 
side of the Central Powers, as S5.G 
per cent, of a 
five 
year 
average. 


That is not a very serious shortage 
in view of an excels of corn, oats, 
potatoes and rice, but a good deal of 
the wheat is remote from the coun- 
tries where it is needed. 
This dis- 


advantage, however, is being rapidly 
surmounted. 
Sailing vessels 
are 


c>Vciila!>le on the Pacific and in trade 
w i t h L'-outh America, and large num- 
bers of steamers are being turned 
out bv this country and 
England. 


Construction is now in excess of de- 
struction, and it cannot be assumed 
that wheat in Argentina. India and 
Australia is out of reach. 
England 


holds a larse amount of Australian 
wheat and is offering a fixed-price 
for new crop wheat. 
It would not 


do that if it could not see any way 
of o:ett:ug the grain to Europe. 


If" the world's wheat, outside of 


the Central Empires, is only 14.4 per 
cent, below the 
average 
for 
five 


years, there can he no question about 
meeting the consumption at the pres- 
ent rate, for we have reduced 
the 


consumption here, it has been great- 
ly reduced in England, and 
meas- 


ures have been taken in France and 
Italy to curtail the requirements. 


Of substitutes for wheat rye is 


moderately deficient, but outside of 
Russia and Germany rye does not 
occupy an important place 
in 
the 


food list. 
Barley 
is slightly less 


than the average, but the curtail- 
ment in brewing by Government reg- 
ulation in England and the gain in 
prohibition here will more than off- 
set this. 
The two principal substi- 


tutes for wheat as human food are 
corn and oats, both of which are 
considerably in excess of a five-year 
average, and both ara of the first 
importance in feeding live stock. Po- 
tatoes are also in excess, and sugar 
beets are in excess, while the cane 
crop of Cuba has been exceeded only 
once and that of Porto Rico estab- 
lishes a. new record. 
On the whole. 


the food outlook for the allies is not 
at all bad.

of the United States are forbidden to 
travel except in compliance with reg- 
ulations to be laid down by the at- 
torney general.

must not approach canals, 
wharfs, 


piers or docks nearer than 100 yards. 
All must register and report at such 
times as the government shall re- 
quire. 


This is the most drastic order af- 


fecting enemy aliens which has been 
put out. It will come as a hardship 
on many, no doubt. 
But the need 


of a firmer grip upon subjects of the 
kaiser has been evident since last 
spring. The earlier regulations were 
too easy. 
They put no barriers up 


which spies could not climb over, no 
halt upon plotters, 
no 
restriction 


which could not be squirmed around 
by those who thought that anything, 
however foul 
and 
cowardly, 
was 


righteous if done in the service of 
the fatherland. 


This tolerance has 
been

costly. 
It has premiUed the financ- 


ing of organizations claiming to rep- 
resent the spirit of peace, but actu- 
ally representing the war office a* 
Berlin. 
It has made it possible for 


Prussian agents to destroy millions 
of doilars worth of 
property. 
Be- 


cause of our kindly attitude, agents 
of Potsdam have tampered with tin 
machinery of ships, with the mechan- 
ism of railway cars. This mercy has 
been read as weakness, and advant- 
age has bcpn taken of it.

a foe wholly without scruples.

scientists have so held,

years, 


but Dr. Walsh is the latest to "break 
into print" with the theory. 


According to the 
doctor, 
defects 


are inherited, but disease is not. a 
simple enough statement, to be sure. 
But the fellow who inherits a defec- 
tive breathing apparatus and there- 
fore 
contracts 
tuberculosis, 
from 


which his parents died, isn't going 
to take so much stock in the differ- 
ence between defects and disease. 


The doctor is 
correct, 
however, 


when he says that apprehension of 
heredity has probably caused more 
suffering than heredity itself. People 
have gone through life terrorized lest 
they had inherited a disease. 
Thev 


have literally worried themselves in- 
to the disease they dreaded. 
They 


have prevented themselves from en- 
joying health and life through fear— 
a simple enough process. 
So 
Dr. 


Walsh does great good 
when 
lie 


preaches against the 
false 
theory 


that disease can be inherited, and if 
all of the 
physicians 
would take 


pains to preach the same sensible and 
sound doctrine, they would accomp- 
lish much.

What concrete advantages would 


result from a declaration of war? 
None are apparent. We are giving 
the allies all the aid that we should 
give Them if we were at war with 
Austria-Hungary. Bulgaria and Tur- 
key, while 
withholding a 
formal 


declaration 
simplifies our domestic 


problem as well ag -our diplomatic 
problem. 


In the 
United States there are 


thousands 
upon 
thousands of un- 


naturalized Hungarians, Bohemians, 
Slovaks. Poles, and other subjects 
of Austria-Hungary. 
Thoso 
people 


are working in the min"s, in the 
steel and munition factories, on the 
piers and in other industries where 
their labor is an, essential element 
in the war activities of this country. 
For the most part they are of irre- 
proachable 
loyalty to the 
United 


States and have no sympathy what- 
ever with Germany or with the allies 
of Germany. 
Yet if we were to de- 


clare war against 
Austria-Hungary 


we should have to treat these peo- 
ple as enemy aliens and bar them 
from work where they are needed. 
To what good? 


Whether or not congress is to de- 


clare that a state of war exists be- 
tween the United 
States and Aus- 


rria-Hungary is a matter that should 
^e left wholly to the President. He 
understands 
the 
situation 
better 


than anybody else, and it may be 
taken for granted 'that if a declara- 
tion of war would be beneficial to 
the cause and interests of the United 
States he would ask for it.

FALSE REPORT 


IA-SOCIATEO PRESS TELEGRAM! 


Columbus, O., Nov. 28.—Federal 


Food Administrator Fred C. Croxton 
today issued a warning to Ohio 
housewives to disregard .false reports 
of a shortage of salt in -this country. 


Statements from various parts oi 


th estate that women had been buy- 
ing large quantities of salt because 
of fear of a shotage led Administra- 
.tor Croxton to secure from Washing- 
ton a statement that "any shortage 
in sale is temporary and caused by 
the circulation,, probably malicious, 
of unfounded rumors which created 
an unusual demand." 
It. was stated 


also that car-shotage may have con- 
tributed to local shortages. 


"The production of salt this year," 


says the Washington statement, "ex- 
ceeds that of any previous year, and 
there has been no recent advance 
by producers in prices. 
There is no 


occassion, whatever, for alarm. You 
may expect similar flurries in other 
much-used 
commodities of 
which 


there is an ample supply, which may 
be attributed 'to- the same causes." 


The "run" on salt, and similar 


buying-drives on matches and blue- 
,ing are believed, by the food admin- 
istration, to be the-result of efforts 
of pro-German propagandists. 
The 


salt-drive began in New. York sever- 
al weeks ago and has swept across 
the country causing much embar- 
rassment to dealers and resulting 
in a real, but local, shortage for a 
time in many places. 
Reports here 


indicate 25-pound sacks have been 
bought by many families and there 
are instances of the purchase of a 
barrel of salt—almost enough to run 
a family for a lifetime, ij';.': 
. Dr. R. L. Wilbur, president of 
Leland Stanford.-University, and now 
head of the food conservation divis- 
ion on Herbert Hoover's staff at 
Washington is coming to Ohio for a 
three day's speaking engagement on 
food conservation.

Walton B. Hopkins, cashier of the 
Franklin National Bank 
has 
just 


sent a letter back from France. It 
will be remembered that 
the 
boat 


which carried him across the atlantic 
was attacked by a submarine but no 
lives were lost. The young man who 
in is the ambulance service writes: 


Dear Mother: Have you ever got- 


ten a letter from 
a dugout 
some- 


v/here in France? 
I think not but 


here is the first. To begin with you 
must know that we have done a lit- 
tle traveling within the last couple 
of weeks, leaving our old location in 
cars and having a splendid little trip 
through some parts of France. We 
saw many interesting sights and I 
wouldn't have missed it for a lot. We 
drove all the way up to our present 
location somewhere on the 
Cham- 


pagne front, but don't be alarmed 
as the danger is slight. We relieved 
a section of the Red Cross ambulance 
many of whom have been over here 
since the beginning of the war and 
are still intact. The Red Cross and 
American Field ambulance as 
you 


probably know have been taken over 
by the government. 
Some of them 


have reinlisted and some are going 
back to 
God's 
country 
and 
run 


chances of draft. 
Our base is locat- 


ed some distance back and we have 
very comfortable quarters. Real cots 
and everything which, believe me, is 
some improvement over sleeping on 
the ground. And food has been ex- 
ceptionally good, having a French 
chef and the French certainly know 
how to prepare 
a 
meal. 
French 


dressing and all, you know. The way 
the Red Cross boys did was to chip 
in so much a week and that, added to 
what the French government gave 
them plus the Red Cross allowance, 
provides quite elaborate meals. For 
instance butter which is $1 a pound 
over here. 
Bacon 
and 
eggs 
for 


breakfast and cereal. And we with 
our allowance 
from 
French 
and 


American governments added to what 
we might put in ourselves, gives us 
pretty good eats. 


'There appears to be no distinction 


between Sunday and week days in 
the army and right now another chap 
and I are stationed at one of our 
posts. It has really been quite inter- 
esting so far and I like it real well. 
We are on only for 24 hours but sub- 
ject to emergency calls. I think you 
know we are with the French army. 
They certainly treat us 
fiae 
and 


while we are on duty they would rob 
themselves of food at meal times to 
satisfy us. 
Right now there is the 


most intelligent young 
Frenchman, 


I've yet met—-in our quarters talking 
to us. He speaks excellent English, 
his father having been secretary to 
the French ambassador to England 
and is now a colonel in the 
army. 


This boy is only 22 an dhas been in 
the service since the beginning of the 
war. He brought us over some choc- 
olate this evening, the best I've eaten 
since leaving the States. Milk choc- 
olate is quite expensive, costing over 
5 francs a package, which is over 
one dollar.
